One feature alone at the Southeast- 
ern fair last night was enough to in- 
sure tremendous crowds every night 
for the remainder of the week. This 
feature was the fireworks display 
which closed the night’s program. 

It was gorgeous and beautiful be- 
yond description, a fitting blaze of 
glory with which to close a day that 
had proven beyond all question that 
the Southeastern fair is a tremendous 
success. 

Across the lake from the grandstand 
‘and the Larkland throngs the wonder- 
ful display cut vividly into the vel- 
vet black of the sky and reflected 
themselves in a myriad soft tones in 
the water. From the first giant deto- 
nation that sent a dozen fantastic sky- 
rockets into the heavens, to the “Come 
Again” figure that glowed a warm 
good night to the crowds, the display 
was all but unbelievable. Cheer upon 
cheer burst from the crowds as each 
new flash and explosion revealed a new 
glory in the sky. Not only were the 
displays elaborate in the extreme, but 
were lavish in their number. 

Skies Blazing With Light. 

The rapid and deep booming accom- 
panied by blazing skies were not un- 
like what one would imagine the: ar- 
tillery fire by night in France must 
be, so that one got gli the thrills of 
actual waréfare without any of its dan- 
gers and unpleasantness. 

Gigantie fans of rainbow. flame 
spread out across the sky; multi-col- 
ored stars floated slowly from tre- 
mendous heights to the surface of the 
lake; queer, crazy devils of fire shot 
up and down and. across the water, 
chased always by their own reflection. 

Meanwhile on the north bank of the 
lake fantastic figures were being 
wrought in rainbows of fire; water- 
falls and fountains of fire, doubled in 
the reflection of the lake, a gigantic 
picture of Woodrow Wilson was greet- 
ed by a demonstration from the thou- 
sands who saw it; “The Spirit of '76” 
and “Old Glory” were worked out in 
fire. 

It was wonderful. 

Total Attendance 33,425. 

How many people saw the fireworks 
and other features of entertainment is 
impossible to estimate, but the total 
mumber who attended the opening day 
of the fair yesterday was. 33,425. Of 
this number 18,163 were admitted on 
keys. This total attendance represents 
paid admissions, and does not take into 
consideration those who for one rea- 
gon or another were admitted on 
passes. 

The great community chorus, excel- 
lent vaudeville features, the band con- 
cert and the society horse show, to 
say nothing of the splendid exhibits 
and the riot of fun in Larkland, fur- 
nished an evening's entertainment 
which many will want to experience 
several times more before the week is 
over. ° 

The south saw the Southeastern fair 
at Lakewood yesterday. Its people 
took in everything from Larkland to 
the Grand Circuit races and went away 
satisfied with what they saw and with 
a determination to see more. Atlanta 
was literally overwhelmed by its mag- 
nitude, the class of entertainment and 
the character of exhibits.

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BY WOMEN URGED 


Elimination of the Word 
“Obey” in Marriage Serv- 
ice Recommended in Mi- 
nority Report to Episcopal 
Commission. 


St. Louis, October 16.—Elimination 
of the word “obey” in the promise 
of the women in the marriage service 


was recommended in a minority report 
of the joint commisdion on common 
prayer submitted to the house deputies 
of the Protestant Episcopal general 
convention here.today. 

The house of deputies referred back 
to the commission on prayer book all 
proposed changes in the marriage cere- 
mony in the catechism, and in the in- 
stitution of clergymen on the ground 
that the present convention does not 
have time to give these macters proper 
attention. These questions cannot come 
before the general convention again for 
three years. 

The mingrity report recommended 
that the present injunction beginning 
“wilt thou obey him and serve him,” 
be changed to “wilt thou love him, 
comfort him, honor and keep him, in 
sickness and in health; and, forsaking 
all others, keep these only unto him 
so long as ye shall live.’ 


‘ Another Amendment. 


The minority report suggested also 
the omission of the words “and with 
all my worldly goods I thee endow,” 
in the service. An argument advanced 
was that the expression “endow” is a 
relic of old English law, under which 
the dower rights of women were guar- 
anteed, and that today the question in- 
volved is a civil one to be taken for 
granted. It also was proposed to ex- 
punge the expression “as Isaac and 
Rebecca lived faithfully together, etc.” 
and merely say “living faithfully to- 
gether.” 

Many regard the reference to those 
Biblical personages as out of date, and 
declare that there is no reason why 
lsaac and his ‘wife should be regarded 
as models when there were many other 
husbands and wives equally faithful. 

Numbers of changes were suggested 
in the majority report, including the 
shortening of .the Ten. Commandments 
as read in the communion service; the 
elimination of a specific prayer for 
Jews and Turks in connection with in- 
fidels is disrespectful and inaccurate 
‘pecause it is clear Mohammedans are 
meant instead of Turks.” 

Establishment of a pension system 
for Protestant Episcopal clergymen 
seems assured, the Rt. Rev. William 
Lawrence, bishop of Massachusetts, an- 
nounced at a joint session of the two 
houses of the convention. 

For Pension System. 


Bishop Lawrence, who is leading a 
church campaign to raise $5,000,000 as 
a reserve for a pension system for the 
clergy said two-thirds of this amount 
had been given in cash or in pledges 
of unquestioned validity. 

The bishop said he believed that ev- 
ery clergyman retiring, after March A 
1917 would be assured of a pension and 
that the widows and orphans of the 
clergy would benefit. The proposed 
pension is $600 a year for each minis- 
ter. 

“How widespread the interest is in 
the movement,” said the report, “is 
shown by the fact that the contribv- 
tions are both large and small and 
from all classes. The smallest contri- 
bution, ten cents, was from a girl of 
Bridgeport, Conn., and the largest were 
two pledges of $250,000 each. The sum 
of $10,000 was received from a non- 
believer, who said he was not interest- 
ed in the church, but that he consid- 
ered “it good business for any organi- 
zation to pension those who have 
faithfully served it.” 

The trustees reminded the church 
that unless the $5,000,000 is raised by 
March 1, 1917, the money already given 
will be returned to the donors. 

After the initial reserve fund of $5,- 
000,000 is in hand, each diocese will add 
each year an amount equal to 7% per 
cent of the clegrymen’s salaries.

New York, October 16.—(By Asso- 
ciated Press European Cable.)—While 


both the Vienna and Berlin war offices 
announce merely a continuation of the 
fighting on the Transylvanian front 
between the Austro-German forces and 
the Rumanians, the Rumanian army 
headquarters reports that in the Alt 
river region the troops of King Fer- 
dinand have, occupied several positions 
held by the Teutonic alliés. On all the 
other sectors of this front, according to 
Bucharest, attacks were repulsed by 
the Rumanians, except in the Burzen 
valley, where the Rumanians' were 
compelled to withdraw slightly far- 
ther south. 

Hard fighting is going on from the 
west of Lutsk, through Galicia, to the 
Carpathian mountains. In Volbynia, 
despite fierce attacks by both sides, 
there seemingly is a stalemate. Pe- 
trograd reports that neither the Aus- 
tro-German nor the Russians have 
been able to gain an advantage in 
Galicia where battles have taken place 
along the Tarnopol-Krasno ratiway 
east of Lemberg and to the north of 
Stanislau.

MARINE CUP CAPTURED | HUGHES ATTACKS 


DEMOCRATIC LAWS 


The Republican Candidate 
Closes His Campaign in 
‘Nebraska With Four Ad- 
dresses in Leading Cities 
of State. 


Omaha, Neb., October 16.—Charles E. 
Hughes closed his campaign in Nebras- 
ka today with addresses to four au- 
}diences of farmers at Hastings, Grand 
Island, Columbus and Freemont, and 
a meeting in the auditorium here to- 
night. The station, the nearby viaduct 
and the streets in the vicinity were 
crowded when the Hughes _ special 
reached Omaha. Mr. Hughes’ day was 
a busy one beginning with an address 
at Hastings in ‘which he assailed the 
fadministration for the Adamson and 
Underwood laws and declared that 
“those who are declaiming to _ the 


American public about invisible .gov- 
ernment had better remember that 
when I was in executive responsibility 
in the state of New York there was 
no invisible government in that state.” 

In his speeches today and again here 
tonight the nominee again answered 
the declaration that a “vote for me 
means a vote for war.” ° 

“When we criticise our opponents’ 
action in connection with foreign af- 
fairs,” Mr. Hughes said, “we are told 
that we must desire war. A more 
bankrupt justification I cannot im- 
agine. A more preposterous sugges- 
tion I cannot conceive! It is said 
and proclaimed as though the Ameri- 
can electorate could be deceived by such 
words that a vote for me means a 
vote for war. Why, I am devoted and 
my whole life has been devoted to the 
institutions of peace. 

“It is perfectly idle to suppose that 
when we have known rights under in- 
ternational law to advance them in a 
firm and convincing way means war.

JUST LEGISLATION 


President Wilson Tells Del- 
egation of New York In- 
dependents Just Why His 
Party Should Retain Power 


Long Branch, N. J., October 16.— 
President Wilson today told a delega- 
tion of independents comprising the 
Wilson Volunteers that the democratic 
party is the only instrumentality now 
at hand for the enactment of “genuine, 
humane, just and progressive legisla- 
tion.” 

The members of the delegation came 
here to tell the president they planned 
to campaign for him “from the Battery 
to Buffalo” in New York state, because 
they felt he had given the nation “a 
Square deal.” 

Led by Amos Pinchot and Rabbi 
Stephen S. Wise, of New York, the dele- 
gation remained with the president 
more than an hour, 

The president declared the time has 
come for America to “unite her pro- 
gressive forces.” Hesaidthe leaders of 
the opposition want only three things, 
“the scalp of the present comptroller 
of the currency,” John Skelton Wil- 
liams; to get control of the banking 
system of the country and to put the 
army and navy of the United States 
back of their financial enterprises in 
Mexico and throughout the world. 

The delegation, for which Mr. Pin- 
chot acted as spokesman, presented a 
resolution asserting that Charles M. 
Hughes had accepted the “open support 
of German-Americans.” 

Mr. Pinchot told the president they 
believed “the forces of privilege had 
marked him for slaughter.” 

Rabbi Wise lauded his conduct of the 
foreign affairs of the nation, mention- 
ing Mexico and the Panama tolls con- 
troversy. He declared a new era in 
international affairs had been opened 
by the president's treatment of Mexico. 

“The election of Governor Hughes 
would mean a country divided against 
itself,” said Rabbi Wise. “It would 
— a permanently hyphenated Amer- 
ca.

Railroads Seek to Substitute | 
Southern Classification 
for That of State. 


Rate Hearing Program. 

The railroads, parties to the hear- 
ing now in progress before the state 
railroad commission for general re- 
vision of the Georgia freight rates 
|} Monday, secured permission from the 
commission to revise the list of com- 
| modity rates to be discussed before 
‘I*the commission, this being done in 
the interest of time. This week's 
hearing will likely adjourn Thurs- 
day afternoon, 

The revised program for the hear- 
ing is as follows:

At the afternoon session of the rate 
hearing Monday before the Georgia 
railroad commission, Randall Clifton, 
assistant freight traffic manager of the 
Southern railway, presented the pro- 
posed new commodity rates on build- 
ing material, the proposed rates being 
generally and in many instances very 
materially lower than the rates now in 
effect in Georgia. 

The proposal of the carriers is to 
substitute southern classification for 
less than carloads for the _ present 
Georgia rates and for carloads a basis 
slightly higher than southern classi- 
fication. The proposed minimum car- 
load is 30,000 pounds, this being the 
minimum under the southern classifi- 
cation and generally in effect also in- 
trastate throughout the southeast. 

These proposals of the carriers rep- 
resent slightly higher rates than the 
present class B rates on sash (un- 
glazed), blinds, doors and frames, car- 
load, for distances up to 82 miles, but 
substantially less than the present 
rates for the same articles for dis- 
tances over 92 miles. For sash (glazed) 
and wooden building material, carload, 
now sixth class, the proposed rates are 
substantially the same up to a distance 
of 27 miles, and for distances over 
27 miles the proposed rates are gen-| 


‘erally and materially lower than the 
- present rates. 

The maximum rate proposed in 
Georgia is the old Ohio River-Atlanta 
rate of 28 cents. 
| Substantial Reductions. 
| The proposed rates would.make some 
|increases in Georgia to depressed rate 
| points, but to many such points there 
| would be reductions. In all cases, ex- 
cept on sash (unglazed), blinds, doors 

jand frames, cdrload, for distances un- 
ider 82 miles, there would be substan- 
| tial reductions to intermediate points. 

It was stated that the proposed 
rates will satisfy the complaint of cer- 
tain Georgia shippers as to the rela- 
tion of some of the present Georgia 

rates to the rates from Jacksonville. 


N. B. Wright, general freight agent 
of the Central of Georgia railroad, pre- 
sented the proposed rates of the car- 
riers upon dolomite, pyrites, sulphuric 


acid and feldspar. 

On dolomite, a fertilizer filler, which, 
however, does not now move between 
points in Georgia, Mr. Wright proposed 
Class P rates for carloads of 36,000 
pounds, which would. be the same as 
proposed upon graphite used for fer- 
tilizer filler, these two commodities 
both being of about the same trans- 
portation characteristics. This would 
represent an increase of 11 per cent 
on the present dolomite rate and a 
reduction of 16 per cent on the present 
graphite rates. 

Upon pyrites Mr. Wright proposes 
166 2-3 per cent of the class P rates, 
and asked to amend the petition of 
the carriers originally filed so as to 
make the carload minimum 40,000, less 
than which, he said, pyrites is not 
loaded. With the 40,000-pound mini- 
mum, he proposed to use the cents- 
per-hundred rate for the 36,000-pound 
car, thus bringing about no increase 
over the original proposition of the 
carriers. 

How Pyrites Classed. 


In response to a query from Mr. 
Webster, rate expert of the commis- 
sion, it was stated that although the 
plan of the carriers is not to disturb 
the present 60-cent rate from Savannah 
to Blackshear on imported fertilizer 
materials, pyrites is considered as a 
material for the manufacture of sul- 
phuric acid rather than as a fertilizer 
material, and for this reason a change 
in the rate is proposed to place the 
rate on a parity with interstate rates 
on pyrites which will have been re- 
vised by the time the present petition 
in Georgia has been acted upon. A 
list of similar commodities upon which 
similar changes in the Blackshear rates 
will be asked will be tiled with the 
commission. 

For feldspar, which has recently be- 
come of new commercial value by rea- 
son of processes discovered for mak- 
ing potash contained therein available 
for fertilizer, class P rates, plus 50 

cent for carload of 30,000 was pro- 
posed.

short haul principle. +

Mr. Arnold left last night for Sa- 
vannah, where he will address a meet- 
ing of business men in that city; from 
Savannah he goes to Greenville, S. C., 
and then to Chattanooga. 

“This is my first visit to Atlanta. I 
have lived the last 14 years in China 
and Japan, in our government service. 


During my residence in the Orient I 
have met many who visited Atlanta and 
have always heard your city spoken of 
as the most progressive community of 
the south. But [ am more than sur- 
prised and pleased with Atlanta,” he 
said. 
Capable of Big Things. 

“You show a spirit of enterprise ca- 
pable of big things. It is because of 
this spiirt of enterprise that I want to 
set before you for your consideration 
the opportunities which are awaiting 
us in China. 

“Did you ever stop to realize that 
China is a country with a civilization 
dating back 5,000 years; that China has 
an area equivalent to that of the Unit- 
ed States, Mexico and Central Amerit- 
ca combined; that China has a popu- 
lation equivalent to ten times that of 
the whole of South America; that China 
has a treasure house of undeveloped 
natural resources greater than that of 
any other country on the globe; that 
China has richer coal deposits thar the 
United States, yet today imports coal; 
that China has vast stores of iron, 
lead, tin, zinc, copper, antimony and 
other ‘base metals still undeveloped;

THE HIGHWAY COMMISSION. 

When the Georgia state highway commis- 
sion meets today to take up the details in 
connection with Georgia road projects to 
be worked. out under the federal aid act, 
the first and most important thing it will 
have to consider is the settlement of the 
question as to the basis upon which the 
work of Georgia convicts will be accepted 
by the federal good roads bureau. 

In a tentative expression of the views 
of the federal good roads department, in a 
special dispatch to The Constitution the 
other day, it was stated by J. E. Penny- 
backer, an official of the department, that 
allowance would certainly be made to 
Georgia for the upkeep of those of her con- 
victs used upon any project to which fed- 
éral aid was extended. In other words, Mr. 
Pennybacker’s view.was that in matching 
dollars with Georgia on the road project 
determined on, the government would allow 
for the feeding, guarding ~nd detention 
cost of the convicts, but possibly not for the 
value of their labor in comparison with free 
labor. ‘ 

This will not, under any circumstances, 
be acceptable to Georgia. If the actual value 
of the labor of a convict, put upon a public 
road, is $1 per day or $1.25 or $1.50, as may 
be determined, then Georgia must insist 
that allowance be made on that basis. 
Georgia will expect and demand from the 
federal government recognition of the value 
of her convict labor put on agreed road 
projects, just the same as if it were free 
labor paid for at so much per day. 

This was the understanding when the 
bill was passed in congress providing for 
federal aid in state good roads projects; and 
if the Georgia senators and representatives 
in congress are not able to secure a specific 
and definite ruling to that effect at once, 
then they have left an open loophole for 
the commission of an outrageous injustice 
against this state. 

The final settlement of this question is 
the most important thing the Georgia high- 
Way commission has before it for its Octo- 
ber meeting. There should be no delay about 
it, no quibbling. This is the one thing that 
must be threshed out now, and, more than 
that, it must be settled that Georgia is to 
receive her fair allowance for convict labor 
on federal aid projects, exactly the same as 
if the work were done by free labor. 

Aside from this it is important, of course, 
that the highway commission reach some 
definite conclusion at the earliest possible 
moment as to the first project to be under- 
taken with federal aid. Attached to any 
project there is much preliminary work; 
and the longer final decision is delayed, just 
that much longer will hundreds of thousands 
of Georgians be out of the use of a road 
that could be rendering splendid service. 

The Georgia highway commission has a 
magnificent opportunity before it to serve 
the state and serve it well. 

Its members are determined to give to 
this service the best of their efforts. And it 
may not come amiss to observe that the 
value of that service will be measured both 
by the achievement and the promptness 
with which it is done. 


MONEY IN GOOD STOCK. 


The Albany (Ga.) Herald finds a lesson 
for the encouragement of the stock-raising 
farmers of Georgia in the story‘of a recent 
gale of pure-bred cattle in Massachusetts, 
where one cow, “Largwater Dairymaid,” was 
gold to a New York purchaser for $6,150. 

Our Albany contemporary says that this 


| record price paid for one pure-breed cow 
“serves to show how far and fast the farm- 
ers of this country are pushing to the front 
in the effort to improve the breed of their 


herds and answer the insistent demand of 
consumers for high-grade milk.” 

It is, indeed, a stock-raising lesson for 
the farmers of thig section. 

Of it, The Herald says: 


This six thousand-dollar cow has her 
home a long way from southwest Geor- 
gia, but our farmers down here itn God's 
country are becoming more and more 
interested in thoroughbred stock, and it 
will not be long until scrub cattle and 
rer hogs will be unknown in this 
section. 


That is the promising outlook, and a 
greater acreage devoted to grain-growing is 
what is going to help the farmers to realize 
it. Of the hay crop alone, for this season, 
The Herald says: 


This has been a great season for cur- 
ing hay, and the biggest crop ever pro- 
duced in this section has been harvested. 

he barns are overflowing, space under 
emergency shelters is fully occupied, and 
the best part of the whole matter is that 
there will be no difficulty in selling the 
entire crop at a satisfactory price. 


With hay and grain for home supply, 
and a surplus to sell to outside markets, 
the stock-raising business is simplified. The 
outlook for it brightens everywhere, and 
there is no reason why Georgia should not 
share in the prosperity other states afe en- 
joying from the raising of pure-breed stock. 


EMANCIPATION FROM COTTON. 
Taking advantage of the lesson taught 
the southern farmer by the cotton slump 
of the months following the outbreak of the 
European war, which impelled him in the 
following year to give less attention to cot- 
ton and more to food and feed crops, south- 
ern bankers and business men are engaged 
in a well-understood campaign to induce 
cotton growers to persist in this policy. 

The situation is well stated in an article 
discussing the proposal to free the south 
from the “one-crop tyranny” by Joe Hirsch, 
vice president of the Corpus Christi (Texas) 
National bank, and published in “The 
Nation’s Business,” for October, issued un- 
der the auspices of the Chamber of Com- 
merce of the United States. 

Summarizing the situation which the 
one-crop idea brought about in the south, 
and the momentary relief which came as 
a result of the cotton slump following the 
beginning'‘of the war in Europe, Mr. Hirsch 
thus concludes: 

The danger now lies in the temptation 
offered southern farmers to plunge again 
next year, to buy feed, to buy food, and 
to plant every acre in cotton. 

To guard against this danger the cot- 
ton states bankers have already planhed 
4a campaign to begin this month, to last 
ten to twelve weeks. The agricultural 
colleges, agricultural field forces, mer- 
chants, manufacturers, bankers and 
above all, southern newspapers, will bend 
every energy toward a continuance of 
the safe and successful methods of the 
last two years. The success or failure of 
this campaign, now depends upon the un- 
selfish co-operation of southern farmers. 
We are at a turning point in the eco- 
nomic, history of the south. Are we to 
g0 forward or back? The answer lies 
with southern farmers. If the Farmers’ 
union, if every organization of farmers 
in the south, will join hands with the 
forces now engaged in this campaign: if 
farmers, organizations will in every farm 
house of the south sound the slogan for 
1917: “Raise enough feed for your live 
stock, sufficient food for your family, 
produce your own milk, butter and meat 
supplies’’—the cotton crop will take care 
of itself and prosperity will be assured. 
The situation could scarcely be_ better 

presented. The danger is just exactly that 
which Mr. Hirsch states, the same danger 
which has confronted the south in other 
seasons and more than once been her un- 
doing—the overplanting and the overpro- 
duction of cotton following a season of pre- 
vailing high prices. 

It isn’t necessary for any farmer to stop 
raising cotton, whether prices be high or 
not. It is necessary, and imperatively so, 
that every farmer should produce cattle, all 
the forage and feed he needs for his stock, 
and all the essential food crops he needs 
for home consumption. When he has done 
this, every pound of cotton he grows is so 
much money in the bank, because he does 
not have to pay it out or trade it at exor. 
bitant prices, for supplies he must have to 
run the farm. 

There isn’t any secret about it: it’s a 
plain open-and-shut case. If he don’t make 
his food, he must buy it with cotton: and 
when the cotton goes it is the same as cash. 
When he does make the food, he can sel] 
or hold the cotton, according to the market, 
get the highest price for it and count it as 
profit. 

If the bankers and merchants the coup- 
try over persist in a campaign to this end, 
they will, with the support of southern agri- 
cultural agencies and the southern press, 
revolutionize agricultural conditions in the 
south. 

In this policy lies the south’s salvation. 
It can, if it will, make every year a fat 
year. But if it departs from it, as it has 
so often done in the past, then it may ex- 
pect lean years, and sometimes very lean 


ones at that.

Real Highways the Need 
Of North Georgia 


Editor Constitution: The appropriation 
made by the general government for road- 
building and the creation by the Georgia 
legislature of a state highway commission 
adds to our belief that there is in store for 
us in the near future an unprecedented era 
of development and progress. 

To direct and help that this development 
and progress may come equally and more 
or less simultaneously to the various parts 
of the state is the great opportunity, and, 
as I see it, the duty of the state highway 
commission. 

A atudy of the map of Georgia will show 
that, owing to the more or less level nature 
of the land, middle Georgia and south Geor- 
gia are covered by a network of railroads 
running east and west as well as north and 
south; also, that wagon roads passable 
twelve months in the year to a fair-sized 
load are to be found everywhere, and that 
highways for automobile travel are being 
constructed with a liberal hand. 

These sections of the state are going for- 
ward by great leaps and bounds and are 
increasing greatly in wealth and are draw- 
ing from the population of other states, and 
especially from the mountainous part of 
Georgia. 

For the most healthy growth it is neces- 
Sary that the various parts of the body 
develop simultaneously—so it is net best for 
the welfare of the state that one section 
should far outstrip another in development, 
and it certainly is detrimental to the general 
good when one sections develops at the ex- 
pense of another. 

A study of the map of the northern part 
of Georgia will show that all the railroads 
of this section radiate from Atlanta like 
spokes from a wheel. The ridges and hills 
and mountains have rendered the construc- 
tion of a railroad in an east and west direc- 
tion in north Georgia so costly a proposition 
as to make it practically an impossibility. 

Great Undeveloped Stretches. 

That part of northeast Georgia through 
which the Southern road exten and of 
rrorthwest Georgia through which the W. & 
A. road and the L. & N. road and the Central 
road extend have developed wonderfully, 
but there are great stretches of the state 
between these railroads which are not de- 
veloped, and which need help in making a 
Start toward development, since they are 
handicapped by the mighty hills which cover 
their surface and make of them regions of 
wonder and beauty. 

There are no great manufacturing plants 


located in this section, nor are there articles 


or crops of export in any quantity to bring 
in cash. The people are shut in largely to 
their own resources. If in any home a new 
tongue-and-groove floor should be wanted, or 


a new set of chairs or a cooking stove 
be needed, or should there be a few hundred 
pounds. of produce to be shipped, it means a 
team of two mules on the road for two days 
when the market is as much as 15 miles 
away. Under these circumstances it is diffi- 
cult for merchants to keep stock that is 
fresh and up-to-date, or that prices should 
be low even when “selling at cost.” 

The farms of these sections do not produce 
sugarcane or cotton; nor do the woods produce 
naval stores or yellow pine. Corn, wheat, 
rye, Oats, tobacco, cattle, hogs, horses and 
mules can be grown to advantage here; but 
the great possibility of this section is the 
apple crop. Here enough of the finest apples 
to supply many states could be raised 
cheaply and profitably. Why is this not done 
now’? Simply because there ig no way possi- 
ble to market the crop. If this section en- 
joyed proper marketing facilities there is no 
reason why the apple crop of northeast 
Georgia should not bring more revenue into 
the state annually than does the peach crop 
of middle Georgia. 

Six Counties With No Railroads. 


A glance at the large stretch of territory 
lying between the L. & N. railroad on the 
west and the Southern railroad on the east 
reveals the fact that there are six contigu- 
ous counties with no railroad in any one of 
them. Nowhere else in the state of Georgia 
does such a state of affairs exist; in fact, 
nowhere else does there seem to be a single 
county without a railroad. The intercourse 
of these counties, one with another, is very 
small, and their dealings with the outside 
world is extremely limite@€, when we con- 
sider what they might be. | 

Even the counties in northeast Georgia 
which have railroads do not have that facil- 
ity in shipping or receiving freight that 
other sections enjoy, because of their re- 
moteness from competing lines and their 
lack of wagon roads to act as feeders or 
as competitors to the railroads. For instance, 
should a person at Clayton, Rabun county, 
desire to make a shipment to Blue Ridge, 
Fannin county, an air-line distance of about 
fifty miles in almost a due west direction, 
he would find it necessary to ship first to 
Atlanta in a southwest direction, a distance 
of more than a hundred miles, and then re- 
ship to Blue Ridge in a northerly direction, 
a distance of another hundred miles. He will 
find that he will need to ship for a distance 
four times as great as he could haul if he 
had a highway such as will be constructed 
under the supervision of the state highway 
commission. 

At present there is no means of inter- 
course in an east and west direction across 
the upper tier of counties of the state of 
Georgia which is passable twelve months in 
the year to a loaded vehicle. Such a condi- 
tion does not exist in any other section of 
the state, and should not longer be allowed 
to exist here. 

The counties of extreme north Georgia 
are handicapped in the construction of roads 
by the very great number and size of the 
mountains, and by the great lack of road 
funds. 

Land has small market value, as all 
crops must be consumed at tome. The tax 
returns are consequently low and the money 
available for road improvement is small. 
The roadwork done by those subject to road 
duty when called out by the road commis- 
sioners is here, as it is elsewhere, notori* 
ously bad. 

That this section of the state of Georgia 
may develop at all in proportion to the de- 
velopment of the rest of the state, there is 
need—in fact, there is necessity—for assist- 
ance from the outside. 

Object Lesson Needed. 

A great object lesson in road-building 
is neeaed in this section, in order tnat inter- 
est in good roads may be aroused and that 
proper methods of construction may be 
shown. Such an object lessun would be a 
great . east-and-west highway connecting 
Clayton, Hiwassee, Blairsvilie and Blue 
Kiage, the county sites ot the four counties 
boraering on North Carolina, abun, ‘owns, 
Union and Fannin; Or another great hignway 
in a north-and-south direction dividing al- 
most in half the region between the L. & N. 
and Southern TYrailroads, and which would 
connect. Gainesvilie (tiail county), Cleveland 
(White county) and Blairsviiie (Union 
county) with murphy, N. C, 

Either ot these highways terminating at 
railroad towns would furnish shipping points 
to a large territory and would prove ot ines- 
timabie vaiue in the development of this 
section of the state. They would, too, fill in 
gaps conneciing exisiing hignways aireaday 
puiiding, and would furnish some or the most 
beautiful scenic highways to be found any- 
where in the Appaiachian region. 

To those who love automobile travel they 
would furnish a constant delight, for it is a 
question whether the mountains of this sec- 
tion are at their best when clothed with 
the soft air and lacelike verdue of the spring, 
the baimy tonic of the summer, the hazy 
atmosphere and gorgeous :ivbings of the 
autumn or the nippy frost and spotless 
mantie of the winter. 

if only good roads, passable every day in 
the year to a loaded vehicle moving at good 
speed, could be built throughout northeast 
Georgia, what a mighty transformation 
would be wrought in this wonderful, yet un- 
developed, section of the state. 

The writer lives in middle Georgia, and 
has not 1 cent’s holdings further north, and 
he cannot believe that the peopie of middie 
and south Georgia are not generous enough 
and chivalrous enough to forego their wishes 
for the state commission to first construct 
automobile highways where “going” is al- 
ready good, when their brothers in the 
mountains stand in absolute need of ship- 
ping points and marketing facilities for the 
produce of their fields and conveniences of 


their daily living.

Farmers Are Interested in Coming 


Of the Federal Farm Loan Board 


Washington, October 16.—(Special.)—A 
hearing of great importance ‘to the farmers 
and farm organizations of Georgia will be 
held at Macon on October 27 by the Federal 
Farm Loan board. 

This hearing is for the purpose of getting 
information to guide the ard in determin- 
ing the boundaries of t twelve Federal 
Land Bank districts into which the country is 
to be divided for the administration of the 
new rural credits law, known as the Federal 
Farm Loan act. The session will be held 
in the federal building at Macon. 

The members of the Federal Farm Loan 
board who will conduct this hearing are Wil- 
liam G. McAdoo, secretary of the treasury; 
George W. Norris, farm loan commissioner; 
Herbert Quick, Captain W. S. A. Smith, and 
Charles E. Lobdell. 

The board has issued an invitation to all 
farmers and farm organizations of Georgia 
to attend this peering to get information 
about the operation of the Farm Loan act, 
and to furnish the board with information 
about the farm loan needs of the state. It 
has also asked interested cities to present 
their claims for the locating of one of the 
twelve federal land banks. : 

Farmers will be asked to give informa- 
tion regarding the prevailing rates of inter- 
est on first mortgage loans; the difficulty 
of getting extensions; the rate of commis- 
sions charged; the development of farms 
as affected by credit; farm tenantry as af- 


| 


fected by the ability of tenants to borrow; 
and any other fact that will give the board 
an understanding of the farm needs of the 


state. 

The new Federal Farm Loan act 

provides a way for the farmer or 
rospective farmer to borrow money on 
ong-time mortgages at actual cost. The 
government provides the machinery for as- 
sembling capital to be loaned to farm owners 
or prespective farm owners. The loans may 
run up to 50 per cent of the value of the land 
used as security and 20 per cent of the value 
of the improvements. The loans will be 
made at a low rate of.interest not yet de- 
termined, but it will be less than 6 per cent. 
Provision is made.for the borrower to pay off 
the debt, interest and principal, through pe- 
riods of from five to forty years, at his own 
option. 

The legislation is expected to prove a 
great boon to those sections of the country 
where farm development has been retarded 
because of high interest rates, and it is pre- 
dicted that it will tend to make agricultural 
prosperity permanent and uniform, stablize 
and equalize interest rates, and greatly im- 
prove the condition of the farmer. 

The nation-wide interest in the provisions 
of the bill is indicated by the fact that more 
than 100,000 inquiries have come to the treas- 
urv department for information about it. 
Secretary McAdoo predicts that the banks 
will be established and ready to make loans 


early in 1917.

$1,000,000 to Be Expended

Cincinnati, October 16.—(Special.)—Over 
$1,000,000 is being expended on the construc- 
tion of the eastern division of the Dixie 
highway in the Cumberland mountains of 
eastern Kentucky and Tennessee and every 
county is actively at work building its link 
of this great interstate road from Cincinnati 
to Chattanooga, according to Judge M. M. 
Allison, Chattanooga, president of the Dixie 
Highway association, who arrived here after 
making an automobile inspection of the prog- 
ress being made on the highway. Judge Al- 
lison was accompanied by A. F. Sanford, 
Knoxville, publisher of The Knoxville Jour- 
nal and Tribune, a director of the association; 
Richard Hardy, Chattanooga, president of a 
large manufacturing plant and a Dixie high- 
wav director; John E. Lovell, manager of the 
Hotel Patten, Chattanooga, and Carter Lynch 
an attorney of Chattanooga. 

On the arrival of the inspection party 
in this city, J. Stacy Hill, president of the 
Gibson Hotel company, one of the most active 
of the Dixie highway workers, gave a dinner 
in honor of the Dixie highway officials. Aft- 
er a conference with Dr. C. L. Bonnifield, 
president of the Cincinnati Automobile club, 
and officials of the Hamilton County Dixie 
Highway council, it was decided to postpone 
the tour over the eastern division of the 
highway, which was to have started from 
Cincinnati October 23, on account of the 
numerous detours necessary while construc- 

work is going on. 

Orme Dixie Highway officials were highly 
pleased with the preparations which have 
been made by the mountain counties for the 
construction of the highway between Cin- 
cinnati and Knoxville. From Knoxville en 
route north they found two Tennessee coun- 
ties and four Kentucky counties actively at 
work building 126 miles of highway through 
the mountains, with the financial provisions 
made for the complétion of a well-surfaced 
road by fall of 1917.

Atlanta Municipal Loan 
Societies Held Up as Example 


(From The Memphis News-Scimitar.) 


Atlanta does a great deal of talking and 
boasting and makes extravagant claims from 
time to time, but she does not overlook the 
things worth while as she goes along. When 
other cities were raving over the miseries 
and sufferings of the poor caused by the ra- 
pacity of loan sharks, Atlanta took a prac- 
tical method of dealing with the evil, and it 
is proving most successful. Early in 1914 
a number of enterprising and philanthropic 
merchants got together and’organized a mu- 
nicipal loan society. They capitalized the 
institution at $150,000 and obtained a regular 
charter. They opened up for business, and 
instead of charging exorbitant interest, as 
the loan sharks are said to do, they lend peo- 
ple money at 3 per cent a month. This, of 
course, means 36 per cent a year, but at that, 
it is infinitesimal as compared to the amounts 
charged by private loan agencies. The or- 
Zanization is prosperous and is servin 4 
great purpose, and it is protecting the aatie 
tunate people of that city against extortion 
and unbridled greed. The organization is 
a municipal loan society not in the strict 
legal sense, because it is not owned and con- 
trolled by the city. It is municipal only 
in the fact that enterprising citizens have 
established it, and are conducting it in the 
interest of the people of the municipality or 
city. There is scarcely a city in the country 
where an organization of this character 
would not be a great benefit, and it is a 
benefit, and it is a wonder that Memphis 
has not already such an institution or or- 
ganization in operation.

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~ NEGROES LYNCHED. 
BY MOB IN PADUCAH 


Crowd Storms Jail and, 
After Lynching, Bodies of 
Blacks Are Burned — Ne- 
gro Who Lauded Attack 
Lynched. 


Paducah, Ky., October 16.—Two ne- 
g@roes were lynched by a mob here to- 


dayand their bodies burned. One 
was charged with attacking a white 
woman and the other was accused of 
Voicing approval of his action. 

One was taken from the county fail 
and the other was seized on the streets. 
Followed by several thousand persons 
the negroes were taken to the home of 
the woman, 2 miles away. While one 
of them was presented to her for iden- 
tification the other was taken to a 
tree, a rope thrown over a limb, his 
meck encircled in a noose and an au- 
tomobile hitched to the other end. As 
s00n as the other negro had been iden- 
tified by the woman the process was 
repeated. The bodies later were taken 
down and burned. 

The lynchings came after five hours’ 
labor to enter the cells in the jail and 
were the outcome of an attack Fri- 
day upon the woman at her home. The 
mob gathered about 7 o'clock today 
after hearing that the police had ar- 
rested Brick Kenley. 

The mob demanded the prisoner, re- 
fused to heed the appeal of city and 
county officers to disperse and brushed 
aside the police reserves sent to the 
scene. They battered down the jail 
door, but found the prisoners locked 
in steel cells. Failing to find the keys, 
they summoned a foundryman to cut 
the bars to Kenley’s cell. Shortly be- 
fore noon he had made an opening suf- 
ficient to enable the negro to emerge. 

He quietly walked out of the build- 
ing with his captors, who announced 
they intended to lynch him if the wom- 
an identified him. The march to her 
home was taken up and on the way 
Jesse Thornhill, about.20 years old, who, 
it had been reported, had lauded Ken- 
ley’s attack, was seized.

LOBERT THE UNLUCKY 


Hans Lobert will pass his 34th mile- 
stone tomorrow, and many fans will 
wish him good luck, but old John is 
just about convinced that all the luck 
he will ever have is bad. The veteran 
guardsman of the far corner, once one 
of the greatest third-sackers in the 
profession, has certainly had more than 
his share of injuries and troubles. Last 
spring he looked ripe for a come-back,

Graw. .§ He did valuable work on the 
coaching lines and as a pinch hitter.

World shipments of wheat showed a 
decrease of 2,000,000 bushels as com- 
pared with last week, and of 3,000,000 
bushels at the corresponding time of 
1915. The significance of these figures, 
as viewedg by the bulls, was much ac- 
céntuated owing to the fact that sup- 


plies on ocean passage had been lessen- 
ed* 4,340,000 bushels in the 1a. toga’ 
as against an increase of 6, ,000 
bushels last year. Besides reports 
from Argentina told of a continuance 
of the drought and referred to uninter- 
rupted enlargement of crop damage 
there. Smaliness of spring wheat re- 
ceipts at Minneapolis, Duluth and Win- 
nipeg counted further against the 
bears and so, too, did export sales e&s- 
timated at 1,000,0%0 busbels, said to be 
chiefly for British and Dutch govern- 
ments. 

Notwithstanding that the announce-

New York, October 16.—The cotton 
market showed renewed strength and 
activity today with May contracts sell- 
ing at the 18c level, and with all de- 
liveries making new high records for 
the season. ; 

May closed at 17.98 with the general 
list closing very steady at a net ad- 
vance of 25 to 30 points. 

The market opened steady at an ad- 
vance of 3 to 13 points, and very quick- 
ly sold 16 to 18 points above Satur- 
day’s closing figures. Relatively firm 
cables and bullish advices from the 
English spot market helped the ad- 
vance, while it seemed that many 
traders who had liquidated long con- 
tracts toward the end of last week ow- 
ing to apprehensions of possible sub- 
marine developments over Sunday 
were replacing their cotton. 

Realizing was very heavy, but slight 
reactions were followed by reneweil 
strength with January selling up to 
17.71 before the end of the morning. 
Offerings then increased somewhat and 
there was another setback of 5 or 6 
points, but contracts were very well 
taken by trade buying ora a 
outside demand, and the market de- 
veloped renewed strength in the late 
trading, with December selling up to 
17.87, January to 17.82 and March to 
17.90, or 25 to 32 points net higher. 
The close was within a point or two 
of the best. 

pprehensions as to the course of the 
t#@pical storm reported in the Yucatan 
channel were considered a factor on 
the early advance, but buyers seemed 
to be placing more emphasis on the 
continued absence of any important 
hedge selling and the appearance of 
trade buying around the ring on com- 
paratively moderate declines. 

One of the private cables received 
from Liverpool reported continental 
buying and very little hedge selling. 
Another said that southern spot mar- 
kets were mostly above a parity with 
Liverpool, and that the Liverpool mar- 
ket had been influenced favorably by 
an improved spot demand, It was re- 
ported that many old bull expectations 
were realized when the market reached 
the 18c level today, and at times profit 
taking was very heavy.

New Orleans Advances 25 Points. 

New Orleans, October’ 16.—Cotton 
held a strong undertone from the start 
to the finish of the session on this 
market today. Heavy buying was in 
evidence and at all times offerings 
were readily absorbed, even when liqg- 
uidation by realizing longs was on a 
large scale. The market opened at the 
advance, stood at the advance all day 
and closed at a net advance of 24 to 
26 points. The highest prices, which 
were new high levels for the season, 
were made toward the close. At the 
highest the most active months were 
27 to 28 points up. October touched 17 
cents in the actual trading and closed 
at 17.06 bid. The May option sold up 
to 17.84. 

The steadiness on the opening was 
due partly to the good Liverpool and 
partly to rains. Later the demand in- 
creased by the forecast of more rain 
and prospects of frost in portions of 
Oklahoma and Texas. Uncertainty over 
the hurricane’s course cawsed much 
buying as it was generally considered 
there was a possibility of its hitting 
some part of the cotton region.

PROFESSIONAL VIEWS 
ON COTTON SITUATION 


The feature of the cotton market in the 
early trading Monday morning was the sell- 
ing of about twenty-five thousand bales De- 
cember, January and March, by Henry 
Hentz & Co., the bulk of which was taken 
by McFadden & Gwathmey, brokers. 
The demand continued after Hentz & 
Co. got through selling and as 0of- 
ferings were light prices kept. making 
new high records, Freeman being the first 
broker to pay 18 cents for July. A state- 
ment was made today that the combined 
production of the Carolinas, Georgia and 
Alabama would not be sufficient to supply 
southern mills alone at the rate they are 
consuming cotton at the present time. 

There seemed to be considerable  profit- 
taking on the rise, around the close, but as 
on previous occasions it was mysteriously 
absorbed without causing any reaction at 
all. It would appear that the bulls who 
took profits, either to take advantage of 
the sharp advance, or because of prudence 
in the face of some threatening possibility, 
continue bulis at heart, and are ready to 
come back into the market, whether it re- 
acts or not, or when the danger passes. 
The remarkable feature of this cotton mar- 
ket is that the predicted heavy pressure of 
spots has never materialized. On the con- 
trary each successive advance finds’ the 
farmer more strongly intrenched and ap- 
parently more determined to get the fullest 
measure of price for his cotton. The farmer 
having sold enough cotton at present high 
values to take care of his urgent debts, he 
is now becoming independent and less dis- 
posed to sell especially on the reactions 
From the action of the market during the last 
few minutes of the sesion Monday we are 
inclined to believe that January will cress

New York, October 16.—(Special.)—Eight- 
een cents for both May and July were 
reached today. The bulls talk 20 cents 
and in as much as spot cotton keeps pace 
with contracts, the market shows no evi- 
depce of weakness. We are in the frost 
period and that contributes no little to 
the strength of the market, although the 
farmer is now almost unanimous in the 
Statement that the plant has made all it 
will ever make.

We fear, however, that recent additions 
to the price of cotton has not been the re- 
sult of either the spinner buying or any 
new developments in manufacturing circles, 
but entirely to speculation continuing to 
add to their lines. Those who bought cot- 
tom at 15 cents feel so secure that they 
ars’ doubling their lines with the view of 
selling out at 20 cents. By theytime that 
price is reached we.fear the spinner will 
have finished securing a fully supply and 
we wonder who will buy the cotton for sale 
at that figure. We continue to advise cau- 
tion in buil side.

MORE CONFIDENT 


— 


Opening Day of Week Sees 
Recuperation From _ Re- 
versals of Last Week. 
Several Records Made. 


New York, October 16.—Events over 
the week-end, or more likely, the ab- 
sence of untoward developments, con- 
tributed to the confident tone displayed 
by today’s stock market, which was 
characterized by unusual breadth. 

Prices opened at substantial gains in 
many leading issues, these being for- 
feited in part during the mid-session, 
but in the final hour, the most active 
of the day, fresh buying under lead of 
United States Steel, Mercantile Marines, 
coppers and equipments forced quo- 
tations to highest levels and served to 
further efface the more serious revers- 
als of the preceding week. 

Several new records were scored, Nor- 
folk and Western rising 2% to 147%, 
General Motors 25% to 77914, and four 
for Atlantic, Gulf and West Indies to 
97. Much of the belated advance was 
made at the expense of a stubborn short 
interest, which had registered its op- 
position to bullish revival by persistent 
pressure upon steel and other leaders. 

Total transactions were slightly in 
excess of 1,000,000 shares, the last hour 
supplying over one-third of the whole 
and steel, which made an extreme gain 
of 4% points to 113, furnishing about 
20 per cent. Bethlehem Steel made a 
gross advance of 15, with 2 to 5 points 
in other industrials, equipments and 
munitions. 

Mercantile Marine preferred’s net 
gain was 8 points, with 4 for Atlantic, 
Gulf and West Indies. International 
Paper led the minor specialties at an 
advance of 9%, and coppers, zinc and 
motors rose irregularly, but substan- 
tially. . 

All the coalers kept pace with Nor- 
folk and Western, strength being most 
marked in Reading and Chesapeake and 
Ohio, at gains of 2% each. The Pacifics 
were higher by 1 to almost 3 points 
and secondary rails like Rock Island, 
Western Maryland, Kansas City South- 
ern and Southern Railway participated 
to a like extent. 

Bonds were strong throughout on free 
absorption. Total sales, par value, ag- 
gregated $5,370,000. 

United States bonds were unchanged 
on call.

~ OF GEORGIA FELDSPAR 


Discovery Announced That 
May Solve Big Fertil- 
izer Problem. 


Long experimentation with Georgia 
feldspar has at last resulted in the 
discovery of a process whereby the 
potash contained therein can be made 
available for use in fertilizer, accord- 
ing to the statement of A. J. Young, 
special witness who'testified Monday 
before the state railroad commission in 
the freight rate revision hearing. This 
means that, in a measure at least, the 
potash problem which the United 
States has faced since the outbreak of 
the European war cut off the supply 
is solved. 

Just how useful this discovery will 
prove, Mr. Young stated, cannot now 
be told. He said that the process is 
secret and cannot now be disclosed, but 
that in a plant at East Point it is 
being used on north Georgia feldspar 
with success. 

Georgia feldspar has been experi- 
mented with ever since the outbreak of 
the war with the idea of obtaining 
from it potash for use in fertilizers, but 
heretofore this potash contained in the 


Crude feldspar of the variety found 
in Georgia contains from 10 to 15 per 
cent potash. Mr. Young stated that he 
is not in position to disclose what per- 
centage of this amount can be made 
available through the newly discovered 
process. 

Mr. Young testified before the com- 
mission in connection with the pro- 
posal of the railroads to increase the 
rate on feldspar, the purpose of his 
testimony being to show that this com- 
modity has taken on a new commer- 
cial value which would justify the in- 
creases asked.

Proposal That Militia Em- 
bark for Big Parade in At- 
lanta Declared Impracti- 
cable by Military Officials.

Camp Harris, Macon, Ga., October 16. 
(Special.)—The hammers and saws 
are making merry music in the camp, 
and paint of brown and green, red, blue 
and white is being spread and striped 
on the boxes that will carry the sol- 
diers’ surplus equipment and clothing 
to Texas. 

In the very teeth of the northwest’s 
greatest blizzard of the decade, with 
snow falling in Michigan, and with 
skies even now threatening in Geor- 
gia, overcoats are being packed for the 
long journey, with the*calm knowledge 
that the storm may not get here at all, 
and that if it does come it will have 
to come officially. 

Big Wagons Are Ready. 

The big army wagons of the Fifth 
regiment are parked along side the 
camp “track and every man in the 
Atlanta outfit is working hard to make 
a clean get-away. The irksome hours 
are gone and the unconquerable Amer- 
ican spirit of getting cheerful when 
things are doing® dominates the camp. 

Atlanta's request that the troops pa- 
rade the city on their way to’the bor- 
der, as communicated through the 
chamber of commerce of the Capital 
City, met with the expression from the 
camp commander that the plan has the 
appearance of being impracticable from 
a military standpoint. 

The brigade headquarters and the 
Fifth regiment, composing the first 
troop bodies to be moved, will proceed 
from camp in three sections spaced 
at half hourly intervals. For the Fifth 
to detrain and parade in Atlanta would 
mean the holding up of the entire train 
movement for half a day, or half a 
night. All of the sections would have 
to catch up with the first one, all 
troops would then leave the station. 
form a parade, return, entrain and 
leave on the original spacing of thirty 


minutes apart. 

During this time the railroads would 
be blocked with cars, schedules on 
interested roads would De shot 
pieces and delivery of provisions 
route already provided for would 
entirely unhinged. 


Scheduled Straight Through, 


In other words, the war department 
has scheduled its movement of the 
Georgia troops siraighkt through to the 
border and has ordered the camp com- 
manders that no delays in schedule 
will be permitted even for the exercise 
of men and horses on the way down. 

Of course, the brigade is sorry, but 
a few hand waves and yells from the 
Viaducts and embankments will be ap- 
preciated, and every inch of the crowd 
will be searched from car windows for 
familiar faces. When the troops come 
back and march from the station to the 
armory there can be a big parade, but 
no one knows when that will be. 

The Second and First regiments wiil 
leave camp after the Fifth, and the 
cavalry and the field hospital will 
complete the baring of the great sand, 
fields, except for the few officers and 
men of the quartermaster corps who 
will mop up and get away when they 
are ordered.
